02/40476 A (SiVIITHKLINE BEECHAM CORP.) 23 May 2002 (2002-05-23), wherein sirnilar 
compounds possessing TGF inhibitory activity have been disclosed. Substituents therein are the 
same as or similar to those given in the present application. 

Taking into account these facts the man skilled in the art would have to expect the TGF . 
inhibitory activity without affecting their basic capabilities when modifying the basic moiety and/or 
the substituents of the groups of compounds disclosed in the state of the art. Thus representing 
only predictable effects the compounds claimed are considered to be obvious. 

Consequently, at present, Claims 1 to 18 are lacking Inventive step under Article 33 (3) PCT. 
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
